Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 
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Also, there is no positive recitation of the drives and fans being located in case A 
and it is unclear that two PCI extension rais card/PCI extension cable/PCI extension slot 
is. Is this one element or 3? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Laudry et al. (US PN 6654234 B2) in view of Doherty et al. (US 

2003/0235029 A1).

In so far as the claim language can be understood, the following rejection 
applies: 

With respect to claim 1 , Laudry et al. teaches (Fig. 1) a multi-functional and

space saving computing device (10) having devices (28,30,32,34,36,38,40) such as a 
battery, power supply, disc drive, hard drive, ram memory , a processor , a CD ROM 
drive, a CD-RW drive, a DVD ROM drive , DVD RAM drive , a DVD-R drive, a DVD - 
RW drive, a tape drive, a communication device ( eg. Modem, network card) for bays 
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(14,16,18,20,22,24,26), ports (52,5456,58,60,62,64,66,68,70) and a LCD display (76) 
(Column 3, Lines 1-50). 

Laudrey et al. does not teach a tablet configuration. 

Doherty et al. teaches (Fig. 1 A) a tablet computer configuration. 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the housing art at the 
time the invention was made to place the modular components as taught by Laudry et 
al. in the display case of Doherty et al., in order to achieve an all-in-one configuration 
and thereby providing a more compact, space saving computer system. 



Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: Shimano et al. (US PN 6845005 B2), Armitage et al. (US 
2001/0022719 A1), Shimano (US 2003/0112588 A1), Dozy et al. (US 2003/0223185 
A1) & Shimano et al. (US PN 6829140 B2) show the general state of the art regarding 
tablet computer configurations.
